Robert Wilson And Paul Hickey, 
Littlestown, WTin Honor For 
Musical Abilities. 
I/r. Joseph T. Rothrock, former 
St ate Commissioner of Forestry and 
founder of the Mont Alto camp for 
tubercular patients, died at his home 
in West Chester, Friday, following 
a few days’ illness, which was not 
considered serious. 
He was in his 
eighty-fourth year and is survived 
by a daughter and two sons. 
Dr. Joseph 
T. Rothrock, 
known 
as the father of the forestry move- 
rrient in Pennsylvania, was born in 
McVeytown, the son of a famous old 
i Juniata Valley physician, who lived 
to pass the century mark, and whose 
memory is greatly revered through 
the valley. 
Tho former State Forestry Com­ 
missioner became interested in the 
woods in early life, and 
while at 
Harvard 
studied 
in 
the 
private 
herbarium 
of 
Asa 
Gray, 
one 
of 
America’s greatest botanists. He also 
studied geology under Louis Agas­ 
siz, and became a close friend 
of 
the internationally known professor. 
His interest 
in forestry became 
definite while he was professor of 
botany at the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, aryl when his health faijled 
him, Dr. Rothrock left the univer­ 
sity and decided to 
devote his en­ 
tire time to the creation of forestry 
sentiment in the State. 
At that time 
Pennsylvania 
had 
not an acre of ground in its own 
name devoted to 
the restoration of 
forests, and 
Dr. 
Rothrock’s 
first 
work was to take 
photographs of 
actual conditions all over the State, 
and with these converted into lan­ 
tern slides 
to begin 
a 
missionary 
tour in the interests of forest 
con­ 
servation. 
The 
State 
Forestry Commission 
was first created in 1893, and a re­ 
port on conditions was made pub­ 
lic In 1895. 
Dr. Rothrock was bot­ 
anist of this Commission, and Wil­ 
liam F . Shunk, engineer. 
As Com­ 
missioner of Forestry, Dr. Rothrock 
had 
500,000 acres 
of 
State 
land 
under his control, and without war­ 
rant of law 
he opened the 
Mont 
Alto camp for tuberculosis patients. 
When the 
Health Department 
of 
the State was created, the camp was 
turned over, at Dr. Rothrock’s re­ 
quest, to its control. 
A few years 
ago the Chester County Medical So­ 
ciety attached a bronze plate to the 
entrance gate at 
Mont Alto, com­ 
memorating the work of the Fores­ 
ter in 
behalf 
of 
the tuberculosis 
fight.

Lying on his back, with feet toward 
Gettysburg and head in the direction 
of New Oxford, the lifeless body of 
Samuel Wolf, 39 year old huckster of 
New Oxford, was found on the con­ 
crete bridge which crosses Swift Run, 
seven miles from Gettysburg, about 8 
o’clock Friday evening by two men 
whose attention was called to the in­ 
ert form by passing motorists. 
The 
strangers in the car noticed the body 
lying on the roadway of the hridge 
hut did not stop. 
At the top of the 
MJI just west of the bridge they stop- 
ed Curvin Heltzell and Rufus Spon- 
sellor and told them that the body*of 
a man was stretched along the wall 
of the bridge., 
Upon investigating, Mr. Heltzell and 
Mr. Sponsellor found to their astonish­ 
ment that it was the body of Mr. 
Wolf who had passed them in his 
huckster wagon not more than fifteen 
minutes before. 
Life was extinct 
when these men came upon the body. 
A large cut above the right ear, ex­ 
tending from the base of the skull to 
the right temple, was the result of 
having hit the concrete sidewall of the 
hridge in falling, and caused almost 
instant death, it is believed. 
Mr. Heltzell and Mr. Sponsellor noti­ 
fied Curtis E. Diehl, of New Oxford, 
in whose employ Mr. Wolf had been 
for the past ten years as a huckster 
and collector of produce. 
Atfer ar­ 
riving at the scene, Mr. Diehl notified 
county coroner C. G. Crist about 9:30 
o’clock. 
Mr. Crist viewed the body 
but deemed an inquest unnecessary, 
According to Dr. Crist, the man’s 
skull had been fractured by a fall, 
presumably from the wagon, and that 
death followed a short time after­ 
ward, if not instantly. 
The body was taken in charge by 
W. A. Feiser, Hanover undertaker, and 
removed to his morgue where it was 
prepared for burial. 
Mr. Wolf leaves a wife, who is 
seriously ill at her home in New Ox­ 
ford, and has not been informed of the 
death of her husband. 
A daughter, 
Mabel Wolf, also survives.

property seized as contraband go sis. 
Over $58,000,000 in prohibitive taxes 
has been 
assessed. 
T hese figures 
do not include nearly $3,000,000 in 
bonds which are being forfeited to 
the government, or $2 ,000,000 th at 
has been offered in compromise 
by 
twenty-one of the 
large violators of 
the law and approxim ately $2,000,000 
of prohibitive taxes collected. 
If the 
fines and penalties and special taxes 
imposed upon violators of the law in 
six months were collected they would 
pay the cost of the departm ent 
for 
more than a year. 
The reason why 
there is 
such a protest 
in certain 
quarters about the cost of the en­ 
forcement is that this cost is indi­ 
rectly being paid by the law violat­ 
ors themselves.
